Priority

2. It is noted that the Sanada reference, i.e. application number 09/725,032, 
was not cited in the Information Disclosure Statement dated October 25, 2003. 



Double Patenting 



3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to 
prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted 
by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 
225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 
(CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re 
Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

. Claims 1-6, 25, 32, 33, 45-51, and 53 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-71 of copending Application No. 09/725,032 (Sanada et al., US 
2001/0007274) in view of Hayashi et al. (US 2001/0035897). Even though Sanada et 
al. does not claim a fiber for holding ink under a negative pressure, it would be obvious 
to use the fiber of Sanada et al. for the purpose of holding ink under a negative pressure 
as disclosed by Hayashi et al. (paragraphs 0037, 0038). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on June 26, 2003 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

With respect to the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection, Applicants 
argue that there is neither judicial nor legislative authority for entering a rejection that is 
provisional, since the claims of Sanada have not actually been patented. Moreover, 
there is no assurance that the claims of Sanada, even if patented, would be patented in 
the published wordings of the claims.
